BRIGGS DEFENDING HIMSELF. 



Thirteen Hoars and a llolf Will End Ik* 
Trial and a Vote Will Be Taken— Do- 
ing! of the General Assembly — A 
Movement Toward Starting- a New 
Theology. 

Washington, May 80.— After thf 
minutes of the last meeting had beer 
approved in the Presbyterian general 
assembly Dr* Herrick Johnson, chair- 
man of the committee on Columbian 
world's fair exhibits stated that the 
committee in view of the resolution ol 
the assembly was tn a paralyzed con 
dition. If the exhibit was to be l»> 
moved from the grounds as indicated 
by the assembly, the committee must 
be backed by the financial responsibili- 
ty of the body. To remove the exhibit 
and return the subscriptions to tin 
fund for installation would require 
about §2,500. There was $1,525 on hand. 
After some discussion it was voted t. 
refer the matter to the committee or. 
' finance, with power to act. 
. Dr. Young, chairman of the comini' 
tee on bills and overtures, reported up 
on a number referred to that couimi;- 
tee. Answers to the most Important 
were to the effect i 1 

1. That, inasmuch as the presbyterie- 
voted against the overture on vac am y 
and supply, sent down by the genera: 
assembly of 1*92, it deemed it import 
ant at this time to overture the presby 
teriee again on that subject. 

2. That the synod of Utah be erected 
With Rex. R. G. McNice as temporary 
moderator, and tire synod of Montana 
be erected, with Rev. Andrew Wormsei 
as temporary moderator. 

These recommendations were adopted 
A memorial of 305 officers and nn i" 
bers, giving an interpretation of th< 
deliverance of the assembly of lb!-:' 
upon the inspiration of the Bible, wa 
reported by Dr. Young, with tlieroo ::. 
mendation that it be considered a: 
swered by the rejiort of the commit uv 
made Saturday afternoon. It was M 
ordered. 

The closest attention was given Dr 
Baker, chairman of the judicial coin 
mittee, when he rose from his place 0) 
the platform to make the report of tlv 
committee as to the disposition of tim 
in the Brjggs trial. The arrangement 
he said, was entirely agreeable to botl 
Bides. 

Four and a half hours were allowed 
the appellants to open and close tlr 
case. Dr. Briggs was allowed seve u 
hours to reply and the New York pres- 
bytery, from whose judgment the ap 
peal was taken, were assigned twc 
hours, to l>e used in 10-minute speeches 

It was just 10:05 o'clock when Colonel 
McCook took the stand, and the great 
trial might be fairly said to have be- 
gun. 

Colonel McCook was then followed by 
Dr. Lampe who presented the appellant*' 
opening argumeut. 

Professor Briggs then began his de 
fense. In the course of his presentation 
of the defense, Dr. Briggs said ho had 
been accused of teaching that many of 
the Old Testament predictions had been 
reversed by history and that the great 
body of the Messianic predictions had 
not been, and would not be fulfilled, 
which was contrary to the essential 
doctrine of Holy Scripture and of the 
standards of the church, that God is 
true, omniscient and unchangeable. 
This he had repudiated and wanted the 
assembly to hear exactly what he had 
said, but which the committee on prose- 
cution had omitted. He had said this: 
"Kuenen had shown that if we insist 
upon the fulfillment of the details of 
the prophecy of the Old Testament, 
many of the predictions had lieen re- 
versed by history, and the great Ixxly 
of the Messianic predictions had not 
only never been fulfilled, but cannot 
now lie fulfilled for the reason that its 
own time has passed for ever." 

All depended on the word "if," which 
the committee had omitted. He had 
disclaimed this charge before and dis- 
claimed it now. He also disclaimed 
that he was guilty of teaching that the 
process of redemption extended to the 
world to come iu the case of many who 
died in sin. s 

The dreadful doctrines of race re- 
demption had been attributed to him, 
but all he had said thereon is con- 
nected with the incarnation of 
Jesus Christ. "I would that I 
could teach such a comfortable doc- 
trine; and if the time ever comes that I 
can, I will gladly lay down my ministry 
in the Presbyterian church and go forth 
to teach the hope of salvation of some 
of these who apparently have died with- 
out regeneration in this world. But I 
do not hold that belief now. I can not." 

Dr. Briggs devoted a considerable 
part of his time in his address to ■ de- 
fense of the action of the presbytery. 
He declaimed against matter of record 
in the defendant's support being re- 
jected while evidence introduced by the 
prosecution received favor. The doctor 
also considered the logic of the case. 

He declared that he had not said in 
his inaugural nor in any of his writings 
that he co-ordinated the Bible, the 
church and the reason; nor could it 
rightly be inferred that he did so.

The movement has not been squelched, 
however, as it is known that four well 
known liberal Presbyterians of Cincin- 
nati have gone to Washington with the 
avowed intention of assisting Briggs' 
new church project 

CYCLONE IN GEORGIA. 



Several Plaoea Visited and Great Destruc- 
tion. Done. 

Columbus, Ga., May 80. — A severe 
cyclone struck South Upatoie, demol- 
ishing the roof of a railroad bridge. 
8everal houses on the Pope plantation 
were destroyed, burying the occupants 
in the ruins, but all miraculously es- 
caped unhurt. The destruction on this 
plantation was considerable. 

Box Springs had a big scare, the cy- 
clone skirting the edge of the town. 

A number of houses at Juniper were 
destrttyed. 

At Chandler's Mill a house was blown 
down and George Parker's wife and 
daughter were buried in the ruins and 
supposed to be fatally injured. Particu- 
lars are meagre. 

Reports from points east of Athena 
state that a severe cyclonestorm swept 
that region and many houses were blowr 
down. 

At Gillsville James Kinsley wa.s 
killed and his wife badly injured. 

In Banks county George Dowdy WW 
killed. 

Elevator Accldeut. 

Cleveland. May 30.— The fine Wad. 
building was the scene of a terrible in- 
cident. Janitor A. P. Fairbanks wa 
caught between the elevator frnun 
and the brick walls of the well in soul 
manner and crushed to death. WH1 
iam Gans, a young man helping Fair- 
banks, had his hand broken, and \vn 
removed to the hospital. Fairbank 
had been employed in the building 
ever since its erection, and was high! 
esteemed by the business men. Hi 
body was so wedged in that it was n i 
essary to break down a door Into 
Broker Hilland's office to extricate it. 

Three Children Ilurneil to Death. 

Canonsbcko, Pa., May 80.— About 4 
o'clock in the morning the dwelling 
Samuel Skiles, who resides in Chartier i 
township, was discovered to lie on tin 
by oilwell diggers, who were passim; 
along. The men rushed to the hou- 
and broke down the door, just in tim< 
to rescue Mr. and Mrs. Skiles and thr- « 
of tlKdr six children. Three of th- 
smaller children could not be rescues 
and they perished in the flames. M. 
and Mrs. Skiles were badly burni < 
about the face and hands. Th? fire 
originated from an over-heated gas 
stove. 

Two North Dakota Ilttnk* Closed. 

Paroo, N. D.. May 80.— The bank of 
E. Ashley Mears has been closed by the 
national bank examiner under orders 
from the comptroller of the currency. 
The First National bank of Fargo, N. 
D., was also closed. The examiner 
would give out no statement, but Cash- 
ier Mears said the indebtedness does 
not exceed $00,000, with assets five 
times that amount. The bank was 
called the National Bank of North Da- 
kota, and was mainly a clearance house 
for the system of banks owned by 
Mears and his system of loan agencies. 
It had but few depositors in Fargo. 
No other Fargo bank is affected. 

Died iu Despair. 

Chicago, May 80.— An inquest was 
held on the body of F. H. Milburn, the 
son of N. H. Milburn, the blind chap- 
lain of the United States senate, who 
killed himself at the Saratoga hotel. 
The testimony brought out the fact very 
clearly that the young man committed 
suicide because he had despaired of be- 
ing able to conquer his appetite for 
liquor and had concluded to end the 
fight. Chaplain Milburn, who iB at 
Jacksonville, Ills., telegraphed that the 
remains be sent to him there for burial. 

Took Morphine With Suicidal Intent. 

Anderson, Ind., May 80.— The wife 
of George Crawford, a stonemason, is 
in a dying condition from the effects of 
morphine taken with suicidal intent. 
Mrs. Crawford had learned that her 
husband was paying attention to an- 
other woman. When accused he ac- 
knowledged the fact. 



Assassinated on the Highway. 

Little Rock, May 80.— Corrial Grif- 
fin of Guernsey and Hemstead count v 
was assassinated yesterday. He had 
been recently appointed postmaster of 
Guernsey and went to Hojie to make his 
bond. While returning home he was 
shot from ambush. 

Attempted Wholesale Poisoning. 

Ciiillicothe, O., May 30.— A num- 
ber of the boarders in Mrs. William 
Snyder's house here was poisoned by 
arsenic which some outsider had placed 
in their coffee during the night. They 
will all rec over.

SUNDAY CLOSING ENJOINED. 



Judge Stein Holds That Congress Made 
Mo Law Compelling the Fair to Cloee 
sh the Sabbath — The French Kzhlblt 
Thrown Open — Other Kvents at the 
.vi.it.. City. 

Chicago, May 80.— Cathedral bellf 
pealed out from the towers of machin- 
ery hall, ringing in the fifth week of 
the exposition. An ideal summer day 
brought out a multitude of people and 
augured well for the week s financial 
showing. 

France's Exhibit Opened. 

Frances commanding and artistic pa- 
vilion in literal arts building was oi>cn- 
ed to the public, and the wealth of the 
exhibit attracted the attention of the 
thousands who passed through the 
building during the day. The French 
exhibit is probably the costliest of any 
at the fair, the sculptured and painted 
entrance front capped by a grand arcli 
costing a forture by itself. 




• n the art oallkry. 
The tri-color of the republic waved 
from every section of the pavalion and 
the French commissioners were on hand 
to welcome any official visitors. The 
installation will not be complete for 
several days but it is sufficiently ad- 
vanced to throw open. The exhibits 
have crowded every inch of space and 
the same area in the gallery has been 
alloted to a* variety of exhibits. In 
bronze and furniture the exhibit is not 
excelled by any nation at the fair. 
There was no ceremony attending the 
opening. 

Sunday Closing Enjoined. 

Judge Stein yesterday issued a tem- 
porary injunction restraining the exposi- 
tion directory from closing the world's 
fair on Sundays. The decision was 
made in accordance with a bill filed 
some weeks ago by Charles W. Cling- 
man of Chicago, in behalf of himself as 
a stockholder in the exposition company 
and as a citizen. The proceedings were 
in the state courts and were entirely 
distinct from the more recent case in 
the federal courts to which the United 
States government is a party. Judge 
Stein held that congress had made no 
law compelling Sunday closing. 

Immediately after the reading of the 
decision. Attorney Edwin Walker gave 
notice that the defendants would til u 
their answer in the course of 10 days, 
after which arguments will l>e heard 
and a final decision rendered later. 

I'll yi.li I > ii- and Surgnoiis. 

The woman's congress and the con- 
gress of the world's press have passed 
into history, and yesterday the third of 
the series of great international gather- 
ings opened in the Lake Front art pal- 
ace. It is that of the physicians and 
surgeons of the world, or rather of two 
of the schools of that great fraternity, 
the homcepathic and the eclectic. 

Difficulty has been experienced in 
combining what is known as the "regu- 
lar" profession in this congress, from 
the fact that over two years ago an in- 
ternational congress was arranged for 
at Rome during the present summer, 
and very few of the eminent foreign 
members of the fraternity were able to 
find time to travel to Chicago, and 
afterward find their way to Rome. 

Hence for the present the new school 
of medicine haa the field to itself, al- 
though it is probable that later in the 
year the followers of the old school 
may find it practicable to have a Chi- 
cago congress of their own. It is, how- 
ever, the opportunity of the leaders of 
the new school, and that they have 
made the most of it is evidenced by the 
fact that the registers of more than a 
score of the" principal hotels are filled 
for pages in succession with the names 
of delegates from nearly every state iu 
the Union and from many distant 
countries. 

Mnsle of the Hay. 

Theodore Thomas put in appearanco 
at festival hall, and it was understood 
that he wonld direct the free concert at 
noon, but he was still feeling badly and 
decided not to try it. The concert was 
late in starting, Mr. Bendix directing. 

The open air concerts began about 
half -past 11, and were continued 
throughout the day by the Cincinnati, 
Chicago and Sousa's bands. The attend- 
ance was good. 

Anotner Levee Gives Way. 

Arkansas City, Ark., May 80.— A 
crevasse has occurred on the levee in 
the Misisaippi river 14 miles above this 
city. The gap is now 200 feet wide and 
14 deep aud is rapidly enlarging. Tho 
water is pouring through in a huge 
volume and although a Targe force of 
men aie hard at work in an attempt to 
fill it with sacks of dirt it is feared their 



EXPORT* OF GOLD. 



Sixty Million Dollars Shipped Abroad 
Within Five Months. 

Washington. May 80.— Since Jan. 1 
$•50,000,000 in gold has been exported te 
Eun>i>e and the export movement in- 
stead of having abated seems to have 
received a fresh impetus. Most of this 
gold was taken from the United States 
treasury, and practically all that is now 
being exported conies from the same 
source. 

In that time the treasury department 
has sustained a net loss of $25,854.14:1, 
the net total gold in the treasury on 
Jan. 1, 1808, having been f)121,2tW.W»2. 
while today it is o3y »5.»lf t «f). The 
gold holdings within the five months of 
this year have at tinea fluctuated, but 
since the 1st of May the gold has been 
nearly always below the limit of the 
so-called gold reserve of $100,000,000. 

As soon as the reserve was built up a 
large shipment abroad would pull it 
down, and when from natural causes or 
from unusual exertions on part of the 
administration to keep it intact, it grew 
again, another onslaught would decrease 
it. It is today invaded to the extent of 
more than 8-l.0OO.ooo. and advices re- 
ceived from New York show that with 
the gold tn gaged for shipment on 
Wednesday— $8,200,000— the total Del 
gold remaining in the treasury will bt 
about 108,000^000, the lowest figur. 
reached since the resumption of specie 
payment. 

In addition to this large engagement 
there is reported current here from 
sources usually well founded that mort 
gold will go out next Saturday, suffi- 
cient, it is said, to reduce the gold hold- 
ings to $uo,0(,o,000. 

Despite these heavy shipments treas- 
ury officials express the greatest confi- 

ill nee in the ability of the treasury to 
restore the gold balance. They pi'.iut 
to the fact that there is a gradual ami 
healthful iniiuence from aaWMfsil oanaw 

to the treasury, which is only tempo- 
rarily checked by the large ainount.- 
takea for export. 

Had such not lieen tho case the export 
of $00,000,000 since the first of the yeai 
would have left the net total gold in 
tfce treasury at $00,000,000 instead o 
which it is, as stated today. $fJ."i.ill9,418 
A cessation of gold exports in Largi 
amounts is looked for by July 1, as it is 
understood that the Austrian demand 
is well supplied. 

A peculiar and encouraging feature 
of the decrease of gold is tlia't a corre- 
sponding increase is shown in the net 
treasury balance. That balance today 
is 136,007,888, or nearly a million dol- 
lars greater than it was on March 7. 
when Secretary Carlisle took official 
charge of the treasury department. Of 
this money $11,340,000 is in subsidiary 
coin, and $11.(150,000 in national bank 
depositaries. Both of these items are 
slightly in excess of what they were on 
March 7. 

DAVIS* F UNERAL CORTEGE. 

Tr.tln lioarlng tho Itemtihis Gii.'i From 
Montgomery to Atlanta. 

Atlanta, May 30.— Governor Jones 
and staff accompanied the Davis fu- 
neral cortege from Montgomery to the 
Alabama state line. As the train drew 
out the infantry saluted and the cannon 
fired. 

At Chelsea there was a slight stop. 
Every head was uncovered and ladies 
were allowed to pass through the fu- 
neral car. A few miles further about 
100 men were drawn up in line with 
shotguns and rifies. and the moment the 
funeral car passed them a rattling tile 
fire cracked down the line. 

At Opelika fully 1,500 i>eople cluster- 
ed about the car. A heart of roses and 
a floral shield from the ladies and from 
Confederate veterans of Lee county, 
Ala., were put on board. 

At all stations along the route floral 
tributes from ladies and - children aud 
respectful salutes from bareheaded 
veterans marked the run of the funeral 
car. 

At LaUrange a solid wall of ladies 
and children fined the road for about 
250 yards. Back of them stood the men 
in line. To the left of these stood an- 
other long row of about 200 young girls 
dressed iu gray homespun jackets and 
skirts with military caps and red and 
white ribbons ou their breasts. Be- 
yond them again, a large factory had 
turned out its operatives and men and 
women bared their heads. 

One of Mr. Davis' body servants is on 
the train.

PASSENGER TRAIN WRECKED. 



A 111 i ml Horse Causes n Disaster on the 
Motion Uailroad. 

Indi an a reus, May 80.— A blind horse 
caused a disaster on the Louisville. 
New Albany a»d Chicago railroad. Ves- 
tibuled passenger train No. 30, from 
Cincinnati to Chicago, struck the horse 
in a culvert at Broad Ripple, nine miles 
from Indianapolis. 

The engine was thrown from the 
track, rolled < r >0 yards, and landed in a 
gravel pit. Engineer George T. Plank 
of this city was killed, and Fireman 
Williams was injured. The baggage- 
car was entirely destroyed. Two day 
coaches and one sleeper were dragged 
from tho track and damaged, but the 
other four sleepers held to the track. 
Many passengers were rudely disturbed, 
but escaped serious injury. 

NIk Miner* serton.ly Burned. 

Tremont, Pa., May 80.— Through- the 
carelessness of one of their number six 
miners employed at Middle Creek col- 
liery of the Reading company were 
most seriously burned by an explosion 
of gas. The names of the unfortunate 
men are Charles Maurer, John Seager, 
Frank Huth, William Boltz, William 
Bretzius and William Erdinan. The 
injuries of the first four are fatal. The 
explosion was caused by one of the men 
carrying a naked lamp.

Dead. 



THROATS COT FROM EAR TO EAE 



The Supposition I* That the Husband 
and lather Murdered HI* Wife and 
Children and Then Committed Suicide 
The Affair Shrouded in Mystery. 

Connellsvillk. Pa., May 30. — Par- 
ticulars of a horrible tragedy at New 
Haven, across the river from this city, 
have just reached here. John Hoy, hb 
wife Mollie, his son William ami 
daughter were found at I o'clock iu the 
afternoon with their throats cut frou, 
ear to ear. The supposition is that Hoy 
murdered his wife and children anu 
then committed suicide. The evidenct 
points strongly towards this conclusion, 
but there are reasons to believe tht 
family might have l>cen murdered. 

The liodies Were discoveied by Mrs 
Mary Egan, Hoy's mother by a formei 
husband, who visited Hoy's home. 
When she entered the house she wa* 
horrified to see large pools of blood ou 
the floor. She rushed through thehoust 
ami upstairs to the bedroom of her son 
and wife. The sight that met her gazt 
was terrible. Stretched on the bed was 
Mrs. Hoy and at the foot of it »n th< 
floor was Hoy cold in death. Both had 
their throats cut from ear to ear. lira, 
Egan ran from the house screaming. A 
short distance away she fainted ami 
was carried into a neighbor's house. 

After the iJarm was given hundred! 
of people flocked to the scene of th» : 
tragedy; The doors were barn d. how- 
ever, and no one was admitted until 
6:30 in the evening when Coroner Bat- 
ton and jury viewed the bodies. The 
first room visited by the ccronorwii 
that of Hov and his wife. Mrs. Hoy'.* 
throat had been cut from ear to ear with 
a razor. At the foot of the bed was Hoy 
with a large gaping wound across tin 
throat, his head lying in a pool of blood. 
On a stand near by was a bkxxly razor. 
In a room back of their parents htv 
William Hoy. aged H. and his sistt'r 
Portia, aged 0, neatly tucked under the 
bedclothes, both their throats cut from 
ear to ear. Behind the right ear of the 
girl was a wound from the blunt end of 
a hatchet that was found in her father's 
room. The jury seemed to be convinced 
that Hoy committed the horrible butch- 
ery. Coroner Button adjourned the in- 
quest until Saturday. 

The mysterious part of the tragedy i* 
the splashes of blood scattered 'all 
through tho house. 

Mrs. Hoy was an attractive woman. 
28 years of age. Hoy was 35 years old. 
and until six weeks "ago was ii trusted 
conductor on the Baltimore and ( >hi< 
railroad. At that time he was sus- 
pended for getting drunk at Cumber- 
land and has not worked since. 

Officer Aiken, it has just l»eeii 
learned, saw a man hurriedly leave 
Hoy's house in the afternoon and 
chased the fellow several miles, but 
was unable to capture hiiu. This 
statement makes the tragedy very mys- 
terious. Much excitement prevails in 
New Have n.

Less Than Twenty Hours DslWStl Niu

Chicago, Slay 30. — The first "Exposi- 
tion Flyer," 20 hours from New York, 
steamed into the Van Buren street sta- 
tion of the Lake Shore and Michigan 
Southern road just two minutes and K! 
seconds before the time scheduled for it 
to make its appearance there. The train 
was ahead of the timecard at all stop- 
ping places between Buffalo and Chi- 
cago, although no special effort was re- 
quired to keep up the rate of speed 
maintained and several minutes were 
lost at each station waiting for the ap- 
pointed starting time to arrive. 

The two fastest spurts of speed mad • 
during the trip were "3 and a fraction 
miles an hour, and 10 1-5 miles in lis 
minutes and three and three quartan 
seconds. The first of these was made 
lietween Stuyvesant and Castleton. N. 
Y. The second Was when the train ap- 
proached Chicago a little east of South 
Chicago. As a whole the trip was 
without excitement or unusual incidents 
of any kind. 

Recovered 1'tam the Witters. 

Ccyahooa Falls, O., May 80.— 
Three weeks ago Gustave H. Schuler 
and Martha Kline, while driving, went 
through the Cuyahoga bridge, which 
was undergoing repairs, and were 
drowned in the river* 100 feet below. 
Their bodies were not found and search 
was abandoned. Sunday morning, four 
miles below where the terrible accident 
occurred, a fisherman discovered the 
nude body of Miss Kline lying iu a 
pool. Portions of Schuler's clothing 
wero also found. The young couple 
were to have baan married shortly. 

Vomit; Girl's Ilody round. 

Hudson, N. Y., May 80.— Yesterday 
afternoon the body of an unknown 
young woman was discovered floating 
in Mud creek, about two miles from 
this city. An auoopsy revealed the fact 
that the girl was not more than IU or 20 
years of age and had been brutally mur- 
dered and that the crime was perpe- 
trated about eight or 10 days ago. The 
only clew that may lead to her identity- 
is a card found in her pocket bearing 
the name ol Fannie A. Wycoffs.

KENTUCKY TOBACCO CROP. 



It Was Larger Last Tear Than in 1891 
Output of Mason and Sur- 
rounding Counties. 



Reports returned by 101 counties in 
this State show that 157,dOfl,9:i!> pounds 
of tobacco was grown by them last year, 
an increase of 8,5*0,851 over the previous 
season's crop. The eighteen counties 
which have not reported, it is thought 
w ill bring up the aggregate to (91,684,189 
pounds, against 188,088,488 for 1891. 

In Mason County the crop was 4,89!),- 
050 poundB, as compared with 5,o97,:iOO 
pounds in 1801, Bracken County pro- 
duced 8,980,860 pounds last year and 4,- 
742,550 pounds the year before. Robert- 
son's crop in 1891 amounted to 1,239,000 
pounds; last year it was a little larger, 
amounting to 1,438,475 pounds. Lewis 
County's crop was about 200,000 pounds 
larger last year than the year before, 
amounting to 1,205,800 pounds in 1898. 

Fleming County's crop last year has 
not. been reported. It was 3,427,312 
pounds in 1891.

Doings of the General Assembly— Cor- 
porations Courting Heavy 
Fines. 

• 

In the House yesterday Representative 
Pettit, of Daviess, introduced a bill to 
empower County Courts to authorize the 
drainage of lands where the same shall 
be conducive to public health, conven- 
ience or welfare of the inhabitants. 

An act amending the act relating to 
revenue and taxation, prescribing the 
duties of peace officers in making arrests, 
and fixing a penalty for failure of their 
duties, was reported enrolled and signed 
by the Speaker. 

The House bill permitting medical col- 
le°.es to procure unclaimed bodies for 
dissection was defeated. 

The resolution to deduct per diem of 
members absent without good excuse 
fell into the orders of day. 

Representative Halbert, in response to 
the House resolution requesting him U 
return and explain his alleged charges of 
bribery and corruption, denied that he 
had ever charged any member of either 
House with corruption. 

A special says that a large number of 
corporations in Kentucky are subjecting 
themselves to indictment and a fine of 
from $100 to $1,000 by a failure to report 
the location of their place or places of 
business, and name or names of agents 
to the Secretary of State. There are 
about 10,000 corporations In the State, 
and only about 300 have complied with 
the law. One corporation has already 
been indicted, and many others will be, 
as the Commonwealth Attorneys get 
their percentage of the fines. The law- 
went into effect April 5, and required them 
to report immediately. 

Want Their Child Back. 

Says the Cincinnati Commercial Ga- 
zette : "Judge Ferris is asked to set aside 
a recent entry of adoption, which gives 
Edith Aston, aged four years, to Amie 
Osborn. The child was left on tjie 
■steps of the Children's Home.! fit was 
placed in the charge of Amy Osborn, 
who was at the time a nurse in the 
home, and she became so much attached 
to it that she adopted it. The parents 
are Warren and Bessie Gardner, who 
live near Maysville, Ky. They claim 
that the adoption papers were not taken 
out until it was discovered that they 
wished to recover the child. They claim 
to be in good circumstances and proper 
persons to have the care of tho child, 
while it is denied that its foster mother 
can provide for it properly. The threat 
is made that if necessary resort will be 
had to habeas corpus proceedings." 

This case was mentioned last week, 
and since then it has been learned that 
the Gardners live near Rectorvjlle. 

Georgia Peaches. 

The crop of poaches in Georgia prom- 
ises to be unusually fine this year, both 
as to quality and quantity. They are now 
well advanced, and by June 10 it is expect- 
ed that the first carload shipments will 
be made. From the Marshallville-Fort 
Valley districts alone there will be sent 
nearly 250 carloads, and probably fifty 
cars from ground Griffin. Each carload 
sells for about $1,100, of which nearly $000 
is the cost of growing, packing, freight 
and selling expenses, leaving on an aver- 
age $.500 profit per car.

" A smart Cincinnati youth w ho went to 
Maysville to live is bitterly repenting the 
lack of discernment which led him con- 
temptuously to characterize that place as 
a "jay town."

WORLD'S FAIR ON SUHDAY. 



A Methodist Minister Uses Some Vig- 
orous Language in His Refer- 
ence to the Subject. 



Rev. C. W. Barnes, of the Central M. 
E. Church, Springfield, O., iu the course

The National Commis- 
sioners have been scarcely less successful 
in self-stultification and disgrace, and to- 
gether they have given an example of 
disregard for law which would make 
Lingg and Engel turn in their graves for 
joy. When Chicago citizens at the top 
of the sotial and commercial world show 
themselves law-breakers and incapable 
of truth, what may be expected of that 
substratum whose daily food is the flame 
and tire of social revolution? In view of 
the Congressional action, the Sunday 
opening proclamation and the Ilaymar- 
ket bombs are filled with the same dyna- 
mite.

After sparring for a few seconds 
he walked up to Hall and was received 
with a staggering right-hander, which 
almost floored h<n. Throughout the 
round he never closed his glove, and 
when time was called went to his corner 
amid the hissing and groaning of the 
spectators. 

In the second round he showed no im 
provement. He lurched about stupidly 
giving Hall several chances to hit him 
as he pleased. Hall did not take ad van 
tage of his opportunities and the round 
closed without any heavy work on either 
side. . 

The third round opened with som« 
light sparring. In the middle of th» 
round Hall landed both right and leii 
on his opponent's head, then gave him 
a stinger on the jaw and stood away 
The men then fooled about the ring 
missing repeatedly when they came t 
ploee quarters. At the end of the round 
the referee warned them that if they di( 
not fight there would be no purse for 
them. The warning had little effect, 

The fourth round was a scrambling 
one.
